ICE MEN LAUGH WHEN FINED. 


Five of Philadelphia Trust Members 
Seritenced, the Others Let Off. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—The trial of 
the so-called Ice Trust and its fourteen 
members came to an abrupt close to-day 
in Judge ‘Wilson's court. Five of the de- 
fendants accused of having conspired to 
stifle competition and force up the price 
of ice to an almost prohibitive figure en- 
tered a plea of non vult contendre, and 
each was fined $75 and costs. They 
| laughed as the fines were imposed. Seven 
other defendants, upon whom a similar 
charge rested, were discharged at the in- 
stance of District Attorney Bell. The re- 
maining two were allowed to depart, but 
with the threat of future prosecution 
hanging over their heads as a deterrent 
to any further effort to effect a combina- 
tion in restriction of trade. 

The escape of the men from serious 
punishment was due to thefr assertion 
that the Ice Exchange, which fixed the 
exorbitant prices last Summer, had been 
dissolved, and the result was a surprise 
;to the several hundred interested men 
| who crowded the courtroom in the morn- 
ing, eager to hear the evidence that Mr. 
Bell had promised would result in the 
conviction of every member of the Ice 
Exchange. 

The District Attorney said upon leaving 
court that the prosecution had accom- 
plished the object for which it was in- 
tended. 

“The Ice Exchange has been broken 
up,”” he said, “and the effect of this 
decision against five of its members will 
have a deterrent effect upon any other 
combination of business men which might 
be formed to stifle competition in thig 
community.”

LEAP FROM A WINDOW 


She Is Instantly Killed; He, Badly 
Hurt, May Die. 


CROWD SEES THEM FALL 


Celfuloid Explosion in a Comb Factory 


Throws Workers in a Big 


Building Into a Panic. 


Following a celluloid explosion in the 
Small shop of the Bouffard Comb Com- 
pany, on the third floor of the five-story 
brick factory building at 312-18 Bast 
Seventy-fifth Street, at 2:40 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, Charles Bouffard, head 
of the comb company, and his young 
wife leaped all aflame to the side- 
walk. The woman landed first. Her head 
hit the pavement, and she was killed in- 
Stantly. Her husband, with body burned 
and bones broken, lay in a serious condi- 
tion last night at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital. 


Four others were injured. Caspard Co- 


miglio, 26 years old, and Jasvin Majork, | 


14, both of 47 East First Street, had sev- 
eral bones broken, and were burned about 
the face and body. Max Stern of 350 East 
Sixty-seventh Street was burned about 
the back. Adolph Werner of 220 Bast 
Tenth Street was burned about the body 
and arms. Comiglio, Majork, and Stern 
were taken to the Presbyterian Hospital. 
Werner's wounds were dressed at the 
Flower Hospital, and he went home. 

The long brick building is honeycombed 
with small factories, light wooden parti- 
tions separating most of them. The third 
floor between 314 and 316 East Seventy- 
fifth Street was occupied by J. G. Lovey, 
maker of piano panels; the machine shop 
of H. W. Kurtz, and the small shop of 
the Bouffard Company, which has an 
office at 415 Broadway. The comb shop 
was furthest from the stairs, inclosed by 
wooden partitions, and had three windows 
opening on to Seventy-fifth Street. Bouf- 
fard, his wife, the boy Majork, and Co- 
miglio were working there.

Dr. Watkins, who came with the ambu- 
lance from the Presbyterian Hospital, 
sald nothing could be done for the young 
woman, and her body was removed to the 
East Sixty-seventh Street Police Station. 
Her husband was removed immediately to 
the hospital. All last night he kept asking 
about his wife. He vaguely recalled that 
ehe was in the fire, but did not know that 
she had been killed. The hospital author- 
ities would not tell him anything about 
her, for he was in a serious condition. 

The flames from the comb factory 
burned through the thin wood partitions 
into the shops of Lovey and Kurtz In 
Kurtz's place Werner was standing at a 
lathe. He said last night that the flames 
were licking up his back before he knew 
it. He ran to the street, where Mrs. Han- 
nah Lanton, who lives near, dragged off 
his coat, and hurried him to one of the 
ambulance surgeons when they arrived.

Much Shooting of Army Rifles. 
It is made perfectly clear that some men 
of the Twenty-fifth did raid the town that 
night, and that there was much shooting 
of army rifles.

“As soon as the subject of the trouble 
at Brownsville was introduced,”’ says the 
report, ‘‘the countenance of the indi- 
vidual being interviewed assumed a wood- 
en, stolid look, and each man positively 
denied any knowledge of the circum- 
stance connected with or individuals con- 
cerned in the affair.” 


What They Did Admit. 

Under rigid examination, however, each 
man admitted that he knew of the cases 
of discrimination and violence against the 
soldiers in Brownsville, but declared that 


it had not caused any animosity on the 
part of the men. That made it apparent 
to Gen. Garlington that he could get no 
information from those» men. He tried 
again the next day, and then gave them 
until evening to consider the threat of 
discharge. ‘‘ At the time set I received 
nothing from them,”’ he says.. These men 
were non-commissioned officers in charge 
of the arm racks at Fort Brown, the Ser- 
geant of the guard the night of the riot, 
the sentinel on post that night, and the 
two men who had been assaulted at 
Brownsville. They had all been arrested 
on suspicion. 

Then Gen. Garlington went to Fort Reno 
and discussed with the officers of the 
battalion what they had done on the 
night of the riot and subsequently to dis- 
cover the guilty men. 
‘absolutely nothing had been discovered.” 
Then he tried the enlisted men. 
ceeded practically along the same lines as 
with the men at Fort Sam Houston, and 
found the same mental attitude on their 
part.’’ It was, in fact, a repetition of his 
|} experience with the men -under arrest. 
| “ These circumstances indicated to Gen. 
Garlington an understanding among ‘the 
lenlisted men of this battalion as to the 
»0sition they would take in the premises, 
mut I could find no evidence of such un- 
derstanding. The secretive nature of the 
race where crimes charged to members of 
| their color are made is well known. Under 
}such circumstances self-protection or self- 
jinterest is the only lever by which the 
| casket of their minds can be pried open. 
|} ‘* Acting upon this principle, the history | 
|and record of the regiment to which they 
| belong, the part played by these old sol-| 
| diers in this record, were pointed out and | 
|enlarged upon. The odium and disgrace 
| to the battalion and to its individual mem- | 
| bers by this crime were indicated. The 
|future effect upon the individuals and 
upon the battalion as a whole was re- 
| ferred to: and, finally, the concern of the 
| President of the United States in the mat- 
|ter, his desire and the desires of the 
| War Department to separate the innocent 
|from the guilty were explained; ail with- 
out effect.”’ 

The next day the battalion was paraded 
| without arms, and Gen. Garlington made 
a speech, in which he read his orders, told 
| the men why he had come, and delivered 
| his ultimatum, giving them until 9 o’clock 
the following morning to come to him 
| with information. He explains that he}! 
|gave such a short time because he thought 
/it more Hkely to produce results. By no 
| incident in the whole affair is the attitude 
|of the army officers toward the men of 
| the Twenty-fifth more clearly shown than 
| by the few lines from Gen. Garlington’s 
|report that follow his narration of this} 
} ultimatum.

The only evidence with regard to San-

The report of Lieut. Col. Lovering con- 
ains the sworn testimony of practically 
all the enlisted men at Fort Brown that 
night. Of course, they all swear they 
were in quarters or about thelr business 
when the firing began. 

Certain of them testify that they were 
asleep in the quarters of officers, but 
there is nothing to show that any attempt 
to verify their statements was made. The 
fact is that all the way through the pro- 
ceeding followed the Blocksam assump- 
tion that because the guilty perjured 
themselves the innocent ‘‘must know” 
who the guilty ones were. 

{(ncidentally it appears from the testi- 
|mony both of soldiers and citizens of

It is much 
more than a life of Clay, being also a 
powerful delineation in rapid outlines of 
the political history of Fitty pregnant 
years. 

‘‘ The most persuasive debater is always 
the fairest debater, because the listener 
who is not already a partisan is only too 
apt to be anreasonably repelled from the 
side which manifests unfairness, and to 
be sympatheticaly attracted toward the 
other side.

Prof. Kuehnemann’s Tribute. 
** My first word on this occasion must be 
of thanks—thanks which, as I 
are shared by all of German 
and brotherhood. This memorial 
celebration was instituted by Americans 
in honor of one of the greatest of their | 
fellow-citizens. Carl Schurz took pride} 
in being nothing else than a loyal ahd | 
true American citizen. Yet it was from 
the German fatherland that sprung the 
power which he developed in America’s | 
services; therefore it is evidence of much 
fine feeling that, to honor him on this 
oceasion, a German is privileged to speak | 
i} to you in his German mother-tongue. 

“He was born on the German bank of | 
the Rhine. Unforgotten memories of his 
home resound throughout one of his most 
beautiful German orations, 

“We Germans recognize without bitter- 
ness how the new fatherland held out to 


him the complete opportunity for the full 
unfolding of his remarkable powers. He 
became one of the first among the leaders 
of his people. 

‘His whole political activity in America 
was shaped and supported by his German 
idealism. America was to be, as his faith 
and love pictured her, the land of justice 
and righteousness, the democratic repub- 
lic of universal and true freedom. 

‘Between Lincoln and Bismarck this 
great German-American takes his place 
as between the greatest leaders of the 
people and State in modern times. He 
worked for Lincoln and with him, and 
in Bismarck he found the truly marvelous 
and unexpected fulfillment of his youthful 
dreams, But his old democratic liberal] 
| heart beat yet more warmly for Lincoln. 

‘‘In Bismarck’s acts Schurz perhaps 
saw, rather with a poet’s fancy, an en- 
trancing heroic poem. ‘It was like a play 
to see how the once so scorned German 

Michel suddenly awakened from slumber; 

how he stretched his mighty limbs; how 

he brandished his shield till it clanged 
with all the thunder of the heavens; how 
the stamping of his foot made the soil of 
Europe tremble; how, with a mighty blow 
of his sword, he cast the defiant enemy 
before him in the dust; how he cried in 
thunder tones, United Germany shall it 
be! and how mankind gazed up in wonder 
on the giant hero.’

Plans for a Bronze Monument. 


At the close of the last address Mr. 
Choate stated that the Memorial Commit- 


tee intended to solicit general subscrip- 
tions to provide an adequate permanent 
memorial to Mr. Schurz. It is proposed 
to erect a monument in bronze, either in 
New York or Washington. 

‘From the residue of this fund,” said 
the Chairman, “it is proposed to provide 
foundations for the advancement of some 
of the public causes, or of phases of such 
causes, to which Mr. Schurz gave his 
most active interest. These in their or- 
der would be: First, the extension of the 
principles of civil service reform. Second, 
the extension of the movement for Ger- 
manistic culture in the United States, and 
third, aid in some form for the work 
for the advancement of the negro and 
Indian causes carried on at mpton 
Institute, in which Mr. Schurz was per- 
sonally and deeply intersted.” 

The committee will publish Its appeal tn 
a more definite form within a short time.

WALSH FAILURE INQUIRY. 


A Grand Jury to Investigate the Affairs 
' ef His Chicago Bank. 
CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 21.—United States 
District Attorney Sims announced to-day 
that the failure of the Chicago National 


Bank, which occurred last year, will be 
investigated by a special Federa] Grand 
Jury which will be called early next 
month. 


The failure of the Chicago National 
Bank, which went down with the ul- 
table Trust Company of Chicago, regulted 
from the entanglement of the bank 
through its President, John R. Walsh, 
with the affairs of the Southern Indiana 
Railway and other Walsh projects. Heavy 
loans were made to that and other cor- 
porations in which Mr. Walsh was large- 
ly interested, and the bank was finally 
forced to suspend. 

After the failure of the financial insti- 
tutions of which Mr. Walsh was the head, 
the Chicago Clearing House provided 
funds with which to pay off the deposit- 
ors. The Cheering ouse Committee is 
still engaged in liquidating the assets 
taken over from the failed banks. 

The Chi National Bank was found- 
ed by John’ R. Walsh in 1882. He was 
held directly responsible for the fatlure, 
because of excessive loans to his own en- 
terprises.

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RAID ON “THE” ALLEN’S 
BY JEROME'S ORDER 


It Took 30 Minutes to Break Into 
the Poolroom. 


RELATIVE OF ALLEN TESTIFIES 


The District Attorney Expects to Prove 
That the Dowling Law Is 
Effective. 





At District Attorney Jerome's direction

Reardon, ten policemen in unit- 


|} form, with Capt. Myles O'Reilly of the 
| Mercer Street Station, yesterday raided

|the pool room at 80 Sixth. Avenue, long 
| known as The Allen's. 

| It took them nearly half an hour to 
| batter down a door, which was of oak, 
| six inches thick, and steel-clad. On the 
;second floor they found 100 men who, 
|}apparently, had no means of egress. 
| Amid great excitement their names were 
‘taken. Then they were permitted to’ go. 

Charles Bennett, the supposed manager 
of the place, was arrested on a warrant. 

This was the District Attorney's first 
move to make good his recent declaration 
that he would “ break the neck of gam- 
bling in this city.” 

Bennett, who said he lived at 49 Grove 
Street, was taken to the Tombs in a 
patrol wagon and locked up on the charge 
}of maintaining a pool room. He may not 
(precggsr punishment as easily as have oth- 
ers similarly accused, for the District 
| Attorney's office made every preparation 
{to prove that the Dowling Law is ef- 
fective. 

When Detective Reardon, Capt. O’Reilly 
and the ten policemen were driven to the 
notorious address a large crowd quickly 
gathered in the avenue to watch the fa- 
millar attack. The first two doors on 
the ground floor were easily smashed with 
axes, but at the head of the stairs there 
was a third that stood resolutely. Hack- 
ing and hammering, the ten policemen, 
working in relays, had to give thirty min- 
utes to the job. 

This delay gave the men Inside time to 
destroy whatever evidencé of a poolroom 
was there, and all Reardon saw when he 
got in was smoke rising from the stove. 
The ashes looked like those of, racing 
sheets, he said. He confiscated a tele- 
phone, however, and the District Attor- 
ney’s office will make this a reason for 
a talk with the telephone company on the 
possibilities of stopping: the leasing of 
phones to poolroom keepers. 

Japt. O'Reilly did not miss the oppor- 
tunity to deliver another admonition to 
a poolroom crowd against betting. 

**Go buy yourselves some shoes,” said 
he. “’Tis better than throwing your 
money away in here. Or if you have 
enough shoes already, get your wives 
some; or if you ain’t married, buy 'em for 
your mothers.” 

The Allen’s half-brother, Charles Allen, 
and James Carney and Frederick Stam- 
who worked at The Allen's up to 
last July. when they were discharged,

Immediately on Justice Greenbaum 
agreeing to the transfer, Mr. Jerome with- 
drew the motion for the special panel. 

Just when the trial will take place is 
now somewhat problematical. It was set 
for Dec. 3 and it was generally conceded 
that Recorder Goff was to be the presid- 
ing officer. Many persons thought that 
Mr. Jerome was particularly anxious that 
the case should be tried before Recorder 
Goff and that the latter's election to the 
Supreme bench was the cause of his mo- 
tion to take the case away from General 
Sessions, as Recorder Goff will not pre- 
side over that court after Jan. 1. 

It is thought, therefore, that a request 
will shortly follow that the Recorder be 
assigned to the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court for the month of January, 
|so that the Thaw trial may come before 
him after all. In that event the defense 
will have another month in which to pre- 
pare its case, and it was apparent from 
the arguments advanced by Mr. Hartridge 
in opposition to the special panel motion 
that he has not yet completed his plans.

A QUESTIONABLE “ DEMONSTRA- 
TION.” 

We believe there is no official ba- 
sis whatever for the story that a Jap- 
anese squadron, exercising in the Pa- 
cific, as its right and duty, is to make 
a call at the Port of San Francisco. 

It is to be hoped that there is no 
such basis whatever. The Japanese 
are a very intelligent and a very tact- 
ful people. As such they are aware 
that there are times and seasons, and 
particularly places. As such they can- 
not help knowing that there is a cer- 
tain international tension just now of 
which the shores of the Bay of San 
Francisco are the storm centre. Their 
statesmen and men of culture are 
aware that our Federal system is so 
complex that, with the best will in the 
world, the central Government cannot 
redress all local grievances. Many of 
them must be aware that the intro- 
duction of adult male foreigners into 
elementary schools otherwise attend- 
ed only by native children of both 
sexes and of tender years has its in- 
conveniences and even its dangers. 
But we are given to understand that 
the feeling of the Japanese populace 
is that it has a grievance against the 
people of San Francisco, 

In these circumstances it must be 
evident to a people of less acute per- 
ceptions than the Japanese that a 
naval visit would be inopportune, as 
being both untimely and ‘out of 
place.” Nothing would be pleasanter 
than the visit of a Japanese squadron 
to New York, and nothing pleasanter 


cans. We had to face one in Apia Har- 
bor in 1889.

Few of those who heard these letters read 
in court could restrain their tears and 
they must have touched the heart of all to 
whose notice they came. They prove with 
cruel certainty that the writer of them 
was indeed an “ unfortunate,’ not in the 
ordinary, restricted sense of that word, 
but in its primary meaning; they prove 
beyond question that this was innocence 
led astray, misguided and abused. Even 
the weakness they betray claims protec- 
tion, not condemnation, and they are 
harsh beyond measure who give it any- 
thing except sincerest pity. 

And what shall be said of the man whom 
these letters left unmoved—to whom they 
did not reveal a beautiful nature, clean of 
mind and heart, to be gratefully accepted 
and tenderly cherished his whole life 
through? That GILLeTTR killed the girl 
has not yet been demonstrated to the sat- 
isfaction of the law and he must still be 
held innocent of that last, not that cul- 
minating, crime; but it is already evi- 
dent that he did everything else and worse. 
If convicted, there will be little satisfac- 
tion in punishing him with death, for he 
is already dead to all that makes a man 
different from the brute, and apparently 
he has always been so. To kill him, alas! 
will not bring his victim back to life, and 
will not make the memory of him more 
detestable.

You also report the Secretany of the 
Treasury as saying that ‘in his judgment 
a committee of the Clearing House could 
and should fix the interest rate for New 
York, and thus make the money quotation 
for the United States stable and reliable.” 
As you will see from the inclosed clipping 
from THE TiMEs, discolored by age, the 
writer under the name of ‘“ Observer” 
urged that the Clearing House should do 
this as long ago as December, 1901. Dur- 
ing the past twelve months he has repeat- 
edly urged this without any sympathetic 
response from any quarter, so now this 
opinion of the Secretary is a grateful re- 
lief to his distressing loneliness. 

There is no question of doubt that the 
Clearing House, by a majority vote, could 
empower a committee to recommend 
weekly or periodically a minimum rate 
for call loans, which would undoubtedly 
make our money market more stable than 
it is. If the Clearing House will not do 
this it is in the power of the six New 
York banks which control 50 per cent. of 
Clearing House deposits to agree to rec- 
ommend such a rate, and their wise ex- 
ample would be followed by their weaker 
brethren. 

If the Clearing House does establish an 
arrangement for recommending a mini- 
mum rate for call loans it ought at the 
same time to recommend that Clearing 
House banks adopt a sliding scale of rates 
for interest paid on deposits based on this 
minimum loan rate, as is done by the 
English and Scotch banks. ; 

Make this rate on deposits one-half the 
loan rate, for instance, when the loan 
rate is 4 per cent., make the deposit rate 
2 per cent., moving it up and down with 
the loan rate, and the result would be to 
attract deposits here when the rate is 
high and discourage them when it is 
low, and the banks would always make a 
fair margin of profit. As it is, they pay 2 
per cent. on deposits whether the loan 
rate is 1 per cent. or 100 per cent., and 
lose money at the lower rates and lose 
deposits at the higher. Because of these 
high interest rates during the past year, 
New York banking institutions lost $225,- 
000,000 of deposits between September, 
1905, and September, 1906. 

It is “up to” the Clearing House to 
take the simple action which will rescue 
us from “ financial barbarism” and es- 
tablish the prestige of New York City as 
the financial centre of the country.

In their zeal for attracting foreign immigrants 
to the South, the tmmigration agencies of both 
North Carolina and South Carolina have run 
afoul of the Federal immigration law, whose 
fine points the Federation of Labor never al- 
lows to become blunted. Some English factory 
hands recently brought to Charlotte, N. C., 
must be deported, because the Carolina agent, 
working for mill owners and other private citi- 
zens, paid their traveling expenses und other- 
wise induced them to come to America. A still 
more notable case is that of 500 Belgians who 
recently landed at Charleston, S. C., and re- 
ceived a cordial welcome, some orators avow- 
ing that their advent meant the dawn of a 
new era for South Carolina. It turns out that 
they came over under inducements unlawfully 
offered by the South Carolina immigration 
agent, who loaned the most of them their pas- 
sage money. The South's eagerness for de- 
sirable white immigrats is likely to make it 
antagonistic to the careful restrictions which 
the Federal laws have established.

Belgians are now deported, South Carolina's 
wrath could hardly be measured.

His 
pleasures, too, cost much less. 

“It would be impossible for me to fur- 
nish a pay roll of my company without 
permission from the home office, and any- 
how, you will find that it is not the de- 
sire of the representatives of foreign com- 
panies to take part in the disputes that 
may arise over here. 

‘‘Mr. Root says that the difference in 
cost of construction of ships over here 
and abroad is so slight as to be a negligi- 
ble quantity. He is certainly mistaken, 
for I Lave had occasion to call for bids 
for construction here and abroad, and 
have found the difference running between 
19 and 20 per cent., the cheaper construc- 
tion being obtained on the other side. The 
foreign ship yards get cheaper labor and 
cheaper material because of free trade. 

“The idea of ship subsides meaning an 
enlargement of the tonnage of a Nation 
is a mistaken idea. England leads the 
world with about 14,000,000 tonnage. The 
ships of England, enjoying subsidy, are 
an {infinitesimal percentage of the whole 
tonnage. The Government pays for the 
carrying of the mails to the colonies and 
this country, and for having the vessels 
built so that they may be used In time 


of war. But it is the ocean tramp that 
carries the freight and whoever heard of 
a tramp being subsidized? The tramps 
are the great carriers. 

“Then, again, to float the American 
flag a ship must be bullt in America, This | 
cuts off competition in shipbuilding. Ger- 
man companies can and do haves their 
ships built in other countries, and England 
enjoys this same advantage over America. 

“ Abroad, they have lower wages, but 
they get more for them, It comes cown 
net to a question of subsidies to extend

W. B. Vandiver Would Build Up Com- 
panies—New York’s Example. 


“KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 21.—W. B. 
Vandiver, Superintendent of Insurance of 
Missouri, in an address before the ‘Trans- 
Mississippi Commercial Congress to-night, 
advocated building up Western insurance 
companies, saying: 

“The twenty-three States and Territo- 
ries lying west of the Mississippi River 
last year contributed to insurance compa- 
nies $164,270,000 in premiums. Does any 
one doubt that the commercial supremacy 
of New York is due to the centralization 
of the insurance assets in that market 
more than to any other one factor? Four- 
teen leading insurance companies were 
doing business in 1859, and their total as- 
sets amounted in round numbers to $35,- 
000,000, with total insurance of $140,000,- 
/000. On the first of last January forty- 
two companies doing business there re- 
ported asscts of more than $2,000,000,000 
and total insurance in force of more than 
$12,000,000,000, 
“This stupendous increase of nearly 
6,000 per cent. is more than five times 
the percentage of increase in assets of all 
the railroad companies in the United 
| States. Jt is no wonder that the greatest 
financiers of the world are now battling 
for the control of these assets, and ho 
wonder that great railroad magnates find 
the great insurance Presidents thelr nec- 
essary allies in business."

B. R. T.’S BRIDGE WARNING. 


General Manager Says Its Limit of 
Capacity Has Been Reached. 


In a statement given out by him yester- 
day, General Manager John F. Calder- 
wood of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, expressed the opinion that traffic 
conditions on the Brooklyn Bridge were 
becoming. dangerous, and hinted that 
there might be a serious straining of the 
structure some day, if not a breakdown, 
unless improvements were made. 

Mr. Calderwood said he had no desire to 
alarm the public, but believed it his duty 
to state that his company was doing 
everything in its power to avert the 
threatened danger. It could not be held 
responsible for the present conditions, and 
was keeping careful records as to those 
who were elther helping or hindering 
plans for relief, so that if any serious 
|trouble did arise the responsibility for the 
same could be easly fixed. 

Mr. Calderwood asserted that im the 
operation of the bridge the limit of its 
capacity had been reached, and that there 
could be no improvement unless needed 


terminal and other facilities were pro-| 


vided or the Manhattan Bridge rushed to 
completion. 

“There is no transportation problem in 
the world,” @aid the General Manager, 
“‘which is so complex or presents so 
Imany difficulties as the present opera- 
tion on the Brooklyn Bridge, and the con- 
ditions are continually growing worse. 
We are now operating five-car bridge 
trains during the rush hours on a one- 
minute or better headway. Until a few 
weeks ago the best operation ever at- 
tempted there was four-car trains. 

‘Nearly 300 surface cars an hour are 
operated on the bridge. We are also oper- 
ating during the rush hours about ninety 
|six-car elevated trains around the termi- 
lnal in Brooklyn. This is the limit of this 
terminal operation under present condi- 
tions. 

“This, of course, governs the number 


of trains that can be ¢ perated on our ele- 
vated lines reaching the Brooklyn 
Bridge. We can have no improvement in 


|} the Brooklyn Rapid Transit. 








this condition until we can operate 
through elevated trains across the Brook- 
lyn Bridge. This would relieve the pres- 
ent tension at this end of the bridge and 
enable us to put more trains on our ele- 
vated lines leading to the Brooklyn 
Bridge.”’ 

Representatives of thirty-seven civio

IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Cross Currents In the Iron Ore Market 
—Other Features. 


Commenting on conditions in the fron 
and steel trade The Iron Age says in 


part: 

There are cross currents in the iron ore mar- 
ket. The leading sellers of lake ores have 
booked orders for the full output of their ry 
standard grades for the season of 1907-1908, 
and in the case of certain Bessemer grades 
some premiums over the prices recently estab- 
lished have been asked and pald. 

On the other hand a considerable number of 
Eastern furnaces and important pig fron.pro- 
ducing interests of the Central West have de- 
clined to buy as far ahead as the early Sum- 
mer of 1908, on the ground that the prices de- 
manded are so high that they cannot take the 
riak of any serious decline in pig iron which 
might develop. 

The Eastern pig {ron markets continue quite 
active. The markets for domestic and foreign 
foundry iron are stiffening. Scotch and Mid- 
dlesborough irons are both higher. There is 
some inquiry for Southern pig iron for delivery 
during the third quarter, but it is not taken 
serlously by sellers. 

Steel continues very scarce, and is stiffening 
in price. Some good orders have been entered 
for steel rails. It is noted that an unusual 
number of roads are adding to their earlier re- 

quirements for 1907. 

The advance of $2 per ton In plates by East- 
ern mills foreshadows an early advance in the 
official price. 

The pipe contracts for the line from the In- 
dian Territory ofl fields to the Gulf, taken by 
the National Tube Company, involves upward 


of 30,000 tons.

Rules Against Putting One of 
| Them on the Footing of a Veteran 


PETTY SCHEMERS DEFEATED 


| Tenement House Commissioner But- 
ler’s Ousting of Inspector Dough- 
erty as Incompetent Upheld. 


Supreme Court Justice Dowling denied 
yesterday an application of E. N. Dough- 
erty for a writ of mandamus compelling 
Tenement House Commissioner Butler to 
grant him a trial on charges of incompe- 
tency. Dougherty was recently removed 
as an Inspector jn the department. 

The action of Justice Dowling is of far- 
reaching importance to a sinall army of 
men whose scheme to obtain certain bene- 
fits of the volunteer fire companies in 
Richmond and Queens has become what 
many think is a municipal disgrace. 

It develops that between 8,000 and 9,000 
men, many «f them city employes, be- 
came members of the volunteer fire com- 
panies of Richmond and Queens by the 
payment of $25 for the sole purpose of 
reaping the benefits that go with the po- 
sition of veteran volunteer fireman. An 
advantage is obtained in civil service ex- 
| aminations for one thing, if one is a vol- 
unteer ‘‘vet’; jury exemption is also 
granted, and no volunteer fireman may 
be removed from a place in the public 
service without a trial or hearing. 

Dougherty had joined the Rocky Hose 
| Company, No. 9, of Staten Island. There 
are about 900 members of that company, 
many of whom, like Dougherty, are city 
employes. 


| When Commissioner Butler, in his cru- 


sade for the betterment of his depart- 
ment, and in which nearly 200 Inspectors 


| of Tenement Houses have lost their of- 


ficial heads, removed Dougherty, a trial 
was demanded.
